A horse owned by Brown Brothers 
grocers, ran away 
this 
morning:, 
starting in front of the Beer Ilouse 
in Morgan 
street 
and 
was 
not 
stopped until it fell while attem pt­ 
ing to cross the big bridge of the 
I & C. traction line over Flatrock. 
The horse followed the traction line 
in its wild dash and that it was not 
killed is considered remarkable. 


The horse was hitched to a buggy 
which was not damaged in the least 
in the wild ride over the tics of the 
traction line. 
Ollie Brown, who was 
in charge of the horse, was pain­ 
fully 
injured, 
while attempting to 
get the horse on its feet 
on 
the 
bridge. 
The horse hit Brown with 
its head and he was knocked off the 
bridge falling a distance of fifteen 
or twenty feet. 
The ligaments in his 
right leg were torn loose and he was 
otherwise painfully bruised. 
The horse was badly cut, but the 
owners were elated over the fact 
that it escaped without breaking a 
leg. 
Men along the river say that 
when the horse reached the bridge 
it stopped, and then 
when 
they 
started towards it, the horse s ta rt­ 
ed to walk out on the bridge and got 
about ten feet from the bank when 
it fell. 
The horse had no difficulty 
pulling the buggy over the bridge 
crossing the mill race as this bridge 
is solid in the center. 
There is a 
concrete walkway in this bridge. 


Mr. Brown was in the Beer house 
when the horse started to run. 
The 
animal followed the traction 
line, 
making the turn at Morgan street, 
and then dashed 
wildly 
out 
east 
Third street. Because of the narrow 
place in which they had to work the 
men had great difficulty in getting 
the horse on its feet. 
The animal 
was badly frightened and 
seemed 
afraid to make an attem pt to get 
up. 
Ollie Brown was attempting to 
hold the horse’s 
head 
when 
the 
animal gave a sudden lunge and he 
was knocked clear of the bridge. 


One of the funny incidents of the 
runaway was that asm alldog stayed 
in the buggy until the horse stopped 
at the river bridge, then it jumped 
out and was last seen going west in 
Third street as fast as it could run.

not only in Wisconsin, hut as far 
cast as New York.

According to a bulletin sent out 


by J. Troop, entomologist at l ’urdue 
university experiment station, the ox 
warble is a dangerous animal p a ra ­ 
site which is affecting 
cattle. 
He 
describes the parasite as follows: 


This species has been known for 
more than a hundred years as one of 
our most injurious animal parasites, 
especially those working upon cattle, 
and yet 
very little is known about 
it by the general fan n er and stock- 
raiser. 


The losses caused by this insect 
each year aggregate millions of dol­ 
lars. 
Not only is the hide of the in­ 
fested animal 
punctured 
by 
the 
emerging larvae, causing a reduc­ 
tion in value of one-third, but the 
presence of the grubs in the animal's 
back is a source of loss which can 
not he neglected. 
The latter is very 
often overlooked. 
The poor condi­ 
tion of the animal, its 
inability to 
take on flesh or poor showing at the 
milk pail, are factors attributed to 
other 
causes. 
Most 
uninformed 
cattlemen attribute these conditions 
to poor care, lack of proper nourish­ 
ment, or physiological troubles. The 
presence of fifty or sixty 
burning, 
running ulcers on the hack of the 
animal seems a m atter of small im­ 
portance, and is considered lightly 
by most people. 
But, Mr. Farmer, 
how much would you accomplish if 
you had fifty or sixty boils on your 
back.’ 
The two conditions are anal­ 
ogous and conducive to the same re­ 
sults. 


The insect causing 
all 
of 
this 
trouble is one resembling 
in 
the 
adult stage the horse hot fly, or as is 
sometimes called, the “nit” fly, but 
somewhat larger. 
The adult is sel­ 
dom seen about the cattle. 
It is 
timid and appears only when every­ 
thing is quiet. 
The eggs are deposit­ 
ed upon the hairs during, the spring 
and summer, and the, animal, upon 
licking them carries the egg or larva 
into its mouth. 
The young maggot 
pusses into the gullet. 
From 
the 


lüitiinwm»; 


gullet it migrates slowly through the 
tissues toward the hack. 
It arrives 
beneath the skin, and a lump or ex- 
ereseense begins to 
appear 
about 
mid-winter. 
This lump 
gradually 
¡grows larger until 
the 
middle 
or 
latter part of April, when the full- 
grown grub, which caused the lump 
emerges through a hole cut in the 
hide some time previous, and fall to 
the ground. It then burrows into the 
ground and transform s to a pupa, 
and the adult, two-winged lly 
ap ­ 
pears from three to six weeks later. 
This completes the life cycle, which 
I occupies about one year. 


There is a prevalent, 
erroneous 
notion that the eggs of this warble 
are laid upon the back of the animal 
and the larvae bore beneath the skin 
to develop. There is 110 definite proof 
that such is the ease. 
Also, the 
large, black horse fly, often seen on 
the backs of horses and cows, is not, 
as often supposed, the parent of this 
grub. 
They are a spearate and dis­ 
tinct species and quite different in 
habits. 
These are smaller and more 
hairy than the large horse flies. 
This is one of the easiest insect 
pests to control that we have. In the 
winter and early spring, all the in­ 
sects are in the larval stage in the 
hacks of the cattle. 
I f every one 
owning the cattle would squeeze the 
grubs from the backs of his animals, 
and destroy them, there would be no 
nueeus for a new generation, 
and 
consequently, no ox warbles the next 
year. 


When the 
grub 
“ripens,” i. 
e., 
when it matures, a large hole a p ­ 
peals in i lie lump bordered with pus. 
I bis condition usually appears in 
April and May. 
When 
it comes, 
wrinkle up the hide containing the 
gi uh, get the two thumbs and first 
fingers on each baud beneath the 
lump and squeeze. 
The grub usually 
flies to the ceiling like a wad from 
a pop g u n ; now tram p 011 it, and the 
job is completed.

A horse owned by Brown Brothers 


grocers, ran away

starting in front of the Beer House

and 
was 
not 


stopped until it fell while attempt- 
ing to cross the big bridge of the 
I & C. traction line over Flatrock. 
The horse followed the traction line 
in its wild dash and that it was not 
killed is considered remarkable. 


The horse was hitched to a buggy 


which was not damaged in the least 
in the wild ride over the ties of the 
traction line. Ollie Brown, who was 
in charge of the horse, was pain- 
fully 
injured, 
while attempting to 


get the horse on its feet 
on 
the 


bridge. 
The horse hit Brown with 


its head and he was knocked off the 
bridge falling a distance of fifteen 
or twenty feet. The ligaments in his 
right leg were torn loose and he was 
otherwise painfully bruised. 


The horse was badly cut, but the 


owners were elated, over the fact 
that it escaped without breaking a 
leg. Men along the river say that 
when the horse reached (he bridge 
it stopped, and then 
when 
they 


started towards it. the horse start- 
ed to walk out on the bridge and got 
about ten feel from the bank when 
it fell. 
The horse had no difficulty 


pulling the buggy over the bridge 
crossing the mill race as this bridge 
is solid in the center.

concrete walkway in this bridge.

Ox Warble Is Dangerous Animal 


Parasite, Says Purdue Bulletin 


According to a bulletin sent out 


by J. Troop, entomologist at Purdue 
univei'Mty experiment station, the ox 
warble is a dangerous animal para- 
site whitU is affecting 
cattle. He 


describes the parasite as follows: 


This species lias been known for 


more than a hundred years as one of 
our most injurious amuuil parasites, 
especially those working upon cattle, 
and yet 
very little is known about 


it by the general farmer and stock- 
raiser. 


The losses caused by this insect 


each year aggregate millions of dol- 
lars. Not only is the hide of the in- 
fested animal 
punctured 
by 
the 


emerging -larvae, causing ti reduc- 
tion in value of one-third, but the 
presence of the grubs' in the animal's 
back is a- source of .loss which can 
not he neglected. The latter is very 
often overlooked. The poor condi- 
tion of the animal, its 
inability to 


take on flesh or poor showing at the 
milk pail, are factors attributed to 
other 
causes. 
Most 
uninformed 


cattlemen attribute these conditions 
to pour care, lack of proper nourish- 
ment, or physiological troubles. The 
presence of fifty or sixty 
burning, 


running ulcers on the back of the 
animal seems a matter of small im- 
portance, 'and is considered lightly 
by most people. 
l«nt, Mr. Farmer, 


how much would you accomplish if 
you had fifty or sixty boils- on your 
back'? The two conditions are anal- 
ogous and conducive to the same re- 
sults. 
. 


"The insect causing 
all 
of 
this 


trouble is one resembling in 
the 


adult stage the horse bot fly, or as is 
sometimes called, the "nil" lly, but 
somewhat larger. The adult is sel- 
dom seen about the cattle. 
It is 


timyl and appears only when every- 
thing is quiet. The eggs arc deposit- 
ed upon-the hairs during, the spring 
arid summer, and the animal, upon 
licking them carries the egg or larva 
into its^ mouth;" The, - young, maggot 
passes into the gullet. 
From 
the 


gullet it migrates slowly through the 
tissues toward the back. It arrives 
beneath the skin, and a lump or ex- 
cruscense begins to 
appear about 


mid-winter. 
This lump 
gradually 


grows larger until 
the 
middle 
or 


latter part of April, when the full- 
grown grub, which caused the lump 
emerges through a hole cut in the 
hide some time previous, and fall to 
the ground, it then burrows into the 
ground and transforms to a pupa, 
and the adult, two-winged fly 
op- 


pears from three to six weeks later. 
This completes the life cycle, which 
occupies about one year. 


There is a prevalent, 
erroneous 


notion that the eggs of this warble- 
are laid upon the back of the animal 
and the larvae bore beneath the skin 
to develop. There is no definite proof 
that such is the case. 
Also, the 


large, black horse lly, often seen on 
the backs of burses and cows, is not, 
as often supposed, the parent of this 
grub. They are a spearate and dis- 
tinct species and quite different in. 
habits. These are smaller and more 
hairy than the large horse flies. 


This is one of the easiest insect 


pests to control that we have. In the 
winter and early spring, all the in- 
sects are in the larval stage in the 
backs of the cattle. 
If every one 


owning the cattle would squeeze the 
grubs from the backs of his animals, 
and destroy them, there would he no 
mu-eiis for a new generation, 
and 


consequently, no ox warbles the next 
year. 


When the grub ."ripens," i. e., 


when it matures, a, large hole ap- 
pears in the lump bordered with pus. 
This condition usually appears in 
April and May. 
When 
it comes, 


wrinkle up the hide containing the 
grub, get the two thumbs and- first 
fingers on each hand beneath the 
lump and squeeze. The grub usually 
flies to the ceiling like- a wad from 
a pop gun; now tramp, on it, and the. 
job is completed..
